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Study: Louisville police searched 
black drivers more often in 2015, 16

Black drivers in Louisville were more likely to have their car searched 
during routine traffic stops than white drivers in 2016, according to a study 
from the University of Louisville. 

While white drivers accounted for the majority of people stopped during 
routine traffic stops in 2015 and 2016, the study showed that black drivers 
were more likely to be searched once they had been pulled over. 

Of all the 48,000 traffic stops in Louisville in 2016 — which include both 
routine and “criminal stops” — black drivers were searched 8 percent of the 
time while white drivers were searched around 5 percent of the time, accord- 
ing to the study. 

A criminal traffic stop can include drivers being stopped for matters such 
as outstanding warrants, while a routine traffic stop includes things like 
running a red light or having a taillight out. 

When white drivers were pulled over for a criminal traffic stop, specifically, 
they were slightly more likely to be searched. Of those 451 criminal traffic 
stops in 2016, around 34 percent of white drivers were searched while

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Investor Charles 
Price hosted a lucrative fundraiser for 
Gov. Matt Bevin a few months after the 
governor announced that Braidy 
Industries, a company at which Price 
is a director, would receive an unusual 
$15 million state investment. 

Price is listed as “sponsor” of a 
September fundraiser that raised 
$68,000 for Bevin’s 2015 gubernatorial 
campaign in reports filed Friday with 
the Kentucky Registry of Election 
Finance. 

The event is one of the largest 
fundraisers for Bevin during the past 
year and raised nearly 10 percent of the 
total amount Bevin reported raising 
during the past year.
